(Because the March of Dimes drive is underway once more 
in the West End, the following editorial is reprinted from 
the September 13, 1949, edition of the Daily News-Herald. It 
was written during the emergency polio campaign by Bob 
Lander, Daily News-Herald associate editor.) 


POLIO ISN’T SNOBBISH 


- Polio is no respecter of incomes, religion, race, or any 
other line of demarkation. It can strike anywhere and every- 
where during the warm months of the polio season. It doesn’t | 
even respect press passes. 

I know. I had it happen in my family. 

It came like a common cold. Just like all the polio ma-| 
terial I ever edited said it would. My wife first complained | 
of headache butt ignored it. Then came stiffening of her right 
arm. This progressed into her right leg. This we could not) 
ignore and she was taken, to our family physician. We both 
suspected it was polio but hoped for the best. 

Like all other polio suspect patients, she was taken to 
the nearest polio ward for examination, which was at San Ber- 
nardino county hospital. There it was discovered that she had 
apparently contracted the disease and it had passed through 
her body. There was no presence of it in her spinal fluid. 

After spending 10 days there she was able to come home, 
where she is now doing normal light household tasks. A polio 
specialist, after a careful examination, said she would not even 
require physiotherapy treatments. She now has some weakness | 
in her right leg and arm, but this conceded to be mainly nerves 
and not strictly a muscular condition. | 

Why do I write of this? 

Because the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
made it possible for my wife to get adequate treatment in time 
to keep her from being a cripple, thanks to its research. Thanks | 
also to the March of Dimes, we were able to withstand the 
oat strain far better than if we were to have bucked it 
alone. 

‘My only. way of expressing my gratitude is here. 

And by returning our own draft from the March of Dimes 
by making as large a contribution as we possibly can this year.

BLIZZARD STRANDS MOTORISTS 

PORTLAND, Ore. (UP) — A sudden blizzard, powered by 60- 
mile-an hour east winds, whipped down the Columbia River gorge last 
night, stranding 100 motorists for hours and adding havoc to the 
damage done by the worst west coast blizzard in half a century. 


DIPLOMATS BEGIN LEAVING CHINA 

WASHINGTON (UP) — American diplomats in China made 
haste yesterday to comply with state department orders to come home 
immediately in the wake of Communist seizure of the U. S. consulate 
at Peiping. Officials said the 135 American employes in the five con- 
sulates maintained in China had begun applying for exit visas and 
voiced hope the Chinese Communists would cooperate.

The 
program, now being drafted in the state department, differs in several 
important ways from the Marshall recovery plan for Western Europe, 
but ‘it has the same basic aim.

PITTSBURGH (UP) — Thousands of United Mine Workers con- 
tinued their “no contract, no work” strike yesterday despite John L. 
Lewis’ orders to return to work. The midnight shifts at the 2,000- 
man Robena mine of H. C. Frick Coal Co. and the big Montour 4 pit 
of Pittsburgh Consolidation Coal Co. failed to report to work. 


FLOODS BATTER STRAINING LEVEES 

CHICAGO (UP) — Flood waters battered at straining levees 
in the Midwest yesterday while a great western blizzard moderated 
as it swept into the Dakotas and Minnesota. New rains up to an inch 
in some places swelled the flooding rivers of Indiana and Illinois, 
where thousands of persons already were homeless, But major levees, 
weakened by a week of battering flood waters were reported still 
holding.

500,000 Finns will vote today and Tuesday to choose an electorial col- 
lege of 306 members which, in February, will elect Finland’s next 
president.

WASHINGTON (UP) FBI 
Chief J. Edgar Hoover has told 
Congres’ that his agency is now 
tapping the telephones of 
thing under 170 persons involved 
in “internal security’ cases in the 
United States and its possessions, 
it ‘was revealed yesterday.

Rescuers Free 
Miner as Hope 
Wanes for Kin 


MAHANOY CITY, Pa. (UP)-— 
Rescuers working in six-man re- 
lays yesterday frecd a miner from 
a caved-in anthracite mine where 
he was entombed 40 hours. But 
their hopes waned last night as 
they dug frantically to reach his 
|brother, trapped deeper in the pit. 

Joseph Burda, 27, was pulled to 
safety at 5:16 a.m. EST, weary 
‘and hungry, but feeling “okay” 


“|after his long ordeal. He said he 


spent his time “sitting, thinking 
and praying” as he awaited rescue 
60 feet underground. 

Last night the rescue squad 
was driving a tunnel through sol- 
id coal to the bottom of the mine, 


120 feet down, hoping that Ed- 
ward Burda, 23, still might be 
alive. Working by electric and 
carbide lamp, they pushed past 
jthe 75-foot mark, less than 45 
feet from the point where Burda 
was trapped. 

DIM HOPE 

Veteran miners, however, held 
‘only the “dimmest” hope that Ed- 
ward would be found alive. 

Miners said Edward would have 
a chance of survival if he was 
able to reach a mine “heading,” 
or offset, or perhaps get behind 
a mine car. 

“There's also a chance that 
falling timber may have formed 
a roof for him or protected him 
from the fall,” one of the res- 
;cuers said. 

But he added, “that would be 
a miracle.” 

State mine inspectors indicat- 
ed that it might be 24 hours be- 
fore the trapped man was reach- 
ed. They made arrangements last 
night for more rescue crews to 
be sent in today to relieve vol- 


unteers on duty continuously since 
the mine collapsed.

First, 80 per cent of the 
chickens in the US are raised in 
the Midwest, where feed is cheap- 
er due to the tremendous wheat 
and corn supplies.
